It is reported he fell a victim to hostile tribesmen who were “ lay­ 
in g ’’ for an opportunity a long tim e to kill him. 
1’he tribal troubles of Haisuli were presumed to have been largely settled as the result of the huge r a n ­ 
som he received for the liberation of Caid Sir Henry MacLean, which am ounted 
to 
$25,000 to

am ong them , together with $75,000 held in tru st for the bandit the revenue of which was to be paid to him 
monthly at the rate of $250. 
MacLean is but one of a n u m b e r of hostages for the ransom o f" V h o m
